Five-thirty  Sunday  morning 
finds  most  BYU  students  sound 
asleep,  catching  those  last  few 
winks  before  arising  and  beginning 
a busy  day  of  Church  activities.

hours  of  rehearsal.  And 
occasionally  the  choir  stays  one 
half  hour  after  the  broadcast  for 
more  singing.

EACH  THURSDAY  evening 
choir  members  meet  at  the 
Tabernacle  for  two  hours  of 
rehearsal,  and  for  several  weeks 
before  a tour  they  meet  on 
Tuesday  nights,  also. 

What  is  it  like  to  be  a member 
of  that  world-famous  choir?  “It’s 
the  best  calling  in  The  Church,” 
said  one  member  enthusiastically. 
Being  a member  of  the  choir  is  a 
Church  calling  all  of  its  own.  For 
several  years  the  choir  has  been 
one  of  The  Church’s  most 
effective  missionary  tools. 

Each  week  the  various  Church 
agencies  associated  with  the  choir 
receive  hundreds  of  letters 
praising  the  Mormon  musicians 
for  their  inspiring  radio  and 
television  program.  These  “fan 
letters”  laud  the  group  for  its 
classical  as  well  as  contemporary 


WHILE  THE  choir  radio  and 
television  program  is  uplifting  to 
many  people,  attending  a 
broadcast  in  person  is  just  that 
much  more  impressive.  One  choir 
member  said,  “People  tell  us  that 
they  thought  the  organ  or  being  in 
the  Tabernacle  would  make  a 
difference  in  the  way  we  sound. 
But  what  most  impresses  people  is 
the  spirit  of  the  choir.”  The  large 
attendance  at  the  choir  broadcast 
each  Sunday  seems  to  verify  this 
point. 

That  the  choir  is  becoming 
“younger”  is  evidenced  by  the 
increased  number  of  college 
students  and  other  young  adults 
in  the  group.  Some  of  the  student 
members  sing  with  the  choir 
during  their  college  years  and 
leave  as  they  move  away  from  the 
Salt  Lake  City  area.  Though  their 
stay  with  the  choir  is  short,  they 
affirm  that  it  is  worthwhile. 


PERSONS  DESIRING  to  join 
the  choir  must  audition  for 
Director  Richard  P.  Condie.  The 
audition  tests  one’s  ability  to 
distinguish  different  notes  on  the 
scale  and  sing  them  on  pitch. 
Additionally,  each  member  of  the 
choir  must  temple  recommend. 

The  importance  of  being  a 
missionary  in  the  choir  and  at  all 
other  times  is  stressed  to  choir 
members.  “After  all,”  said  one 
alto,  “President  McKay  said 
EVERY  member  a missionary, 
and  that  means  all  the  time.” 

The  choir  records  at  least  one 
record  album  each  year  and  from 
time  to  time  presents  concerts 
throughout  the  U.S.  and 
elsewhere.  Much  of  the  music  the 
choir  sings  is  selected  to  represent 
a broad  variety  of  musical  tastes.

in  Vietnem 


Put  yourself  in  their  position 


Would  you  really  like  to  do 
something  different  next 
weekend?  Try  this: 

Wake  up  at  6 a.  m.  Don 't  bother 
to  dress.  Being  in  your  pajamas 
will  add  a little  realism  to  what 
you  are  going  to  do. 

Go  directly  to  the  foot  of  your 
bed  and  sit  there,  feet  on  the 
floor.  Do  not  talk.  Make  no 
unnecessary  movements.  The  door 
to  your  bedroom  should  be 
locked  and  no  one  allowed  to 
enter,  except  twice  a day  when 
some  bread  and  soup  will  be 
slipped  just  inside  the  door. 

Stay  in  that  position  all  day.  At 
9 p.m.  you  may  lie  down  and  try 
to  sleep. 

Next  day:  same  thing. 

An  exercise  in  meditation? No. 
An  exercise  in  getting  some  idea 
of  what  it  might  be  like  to  be  a 
prisoner  of  war  in  North  Vietnam. 

In  some  respects,  this  exercise 
might  be  a little  more  rigorous 
than  the  experiences  of  PWs  in 
Hanoi.  There  probably  won’t  be 
any  ants  crawling  up  and  down 
your  walls  for  you  to 
watch  . . . no  rats  or  mice 
scampering  around  in  front  of  you 
to  occupy  your  mind. 

But  then  you  don 't  have  any 
bones  that  have  been  broken  (and 
perhaps  rebroken  in  the  course  of 
“interrogation")  that  are 


rendering  your  arms  or  legs 
useless.  You’ll  probably  cheat  a 


little  and  go  to  the  bathroom 
when  nature's  call  becomes  too 
insistent.  The  PW  couldn’t  do  this. 
And,  \bes,t  of  all,  you  know  you 
can  get  up  and  walk  out  anytime 


you  get  tired  of  this  foolishness. 
The  PW  in  North  Vietnam 
can’t . . . and  he’s  not  really  sure 
that  he  ever  will  be  allowed  to  get 
up  and  walk  out . . . to  go  back 
home  to  his  wife  and  family. 

Hundreds  of  these  men  have 
never  heard  from  their  wives, 
children  or  parents  since  they’ve 
been  captured.  Many  have  been 
imprisoned  for  as  long  as  six 
years. 

The  Department  of  Defense  lists 
approximately  1,500  as  missing  in 
action  (MIA)  or  captured  (PW)  in 
Vietnam.  Hanoi  claims  to  have 
only  about  350  prisoners.  But 
with  each  propaganda  film 
released  by  the  Communists,  a 
few  more  of  our  men  are 
identified. 

At  home,  literally  hundreds  of 
wives,  children  and  other  relatives 
have  no  idea  whether  their 
husbands  or  fathers  are  dead  or 
alive. 

They  send  letters  and  packages, 
but  there  is  no  response  in  many 
cases.  When  you  go  home  tonight, 
ask  your  wife  (or  sweetheart)  how 
she  would  feel  not  knowing-for 
three,  four  or  five  years-whether 
you  were  alive  or  not. 

Think  about  these  things.  Think 
hard.  . 

The  United  States  government 
is  doing  all  it  can  to  obtain  the 


release  of  these  men,  and  until 
then  to  secure  humane  treatment

a kick-off  to  a “write-in” 
campaign  to  be  conducted  on  a 
state-wide  basis  as  part  of  a 
national  project.  The  Utah 
campaign  will  get  underway 
Thursday  with  a special 
proclamation  by  Governor  Calvin 
Rampton,  urging  all  citizens  to 
“write-in”  to  the  Hanoi 
government  for  the  release  of  the 
U.S.  PWs  and  humane  treatment 
while  they  remain  prisoners. 

The  campaign  is  being 
sponsored  by  the  Arnold  Air 
Flight,  among  many  other  service 
organizations,  with  the 
cooperation  of  the  U.S.  Post 
Office  which  will  handle  all  the 
letters  mailed  through  a special 
postal  box. 

Complete  details  of  the 
campaign  will  be  announced  later 
this  week.

A two-black,  one-white 
fact-finding  trio  from  Arizona 
State  University  called  a “warm” 
reception  from  BYU  students  a 
front  and  the  blacks  questioned 
how  they  would  be  accepted  on 
campus  if  they  were  students 
instead  of  visitors. 

ASBYU  President  Brian  Walton 
challenged  the  idea  that  students 
had  put  on  a front  for  the 
weekend  visitors,  but  admitted 
that  “We  have  yet  to  see  if  this 
brotherhood  can  be  translated 
into  reality  . . . it’s  going  to  be  a 
real  challenge.” 

The  committee  consisted  of 
white,  Mike  Aguirre, 
administrative  vice  president  to 
the  ASU  student  body  president, 
and  blacks,  Hubert  Ross,  a 
representative  of  the  associated 
students  and  Bob  Dale,  delegate 
from  the  only  organized  black 
association  at  ASU,  the  Black 
Liberation  Organizational 
Committee  (BLOC). 

The  trio  were  on  campus  Friday 


and  part  of  Saturday,  visiting  with 
athletic,  administrative  and 
ASBYU  officers  as  well  as  BYU 
students  selected  at  random. 

Aguirre,  who  anticipated 
possible  demonstrations  in  future 
Cougar-Sun  Devil  athletic  meets 
(he  said  both  white  and  blacks 
picketed  last  year’s  football  game 
in  Tempe),  revealed  that  he  was 
waiting  to  see  ‘‘the  specific 
mechanisms  that  the  university 
(BYU)  might  employ  in  bringing 
minority  students  to  campus.” 

“BYU  is  going  to  have  to  he 
realistic  in  learning  about  black 
culture,”  said  Aguirre,  and 
included  among  his 
recommendations:  ‘‘financial 
aid  . . . active  recruit- 
ment . . . acknowledgement  that 
blacks  are  in  a peculiar  situation.” 

Dale  said  he  ‘‘would 
recommend  that  blacks  don’t 
come  here  (BYU)  ...  there  is 
nothing  here  for  the  black  man.”

In  two  handwritten  notes  left  in 
a telephone  booth— one  addressed 
to  the  authorities  and  one  to  his 
wife-Cross  warned  that  his 
captors  meant  business. 

He  said  it  would  be  “very 
dangerous”  for  him  if  the 
authorities  found  the  hideaway 
where  he  was  held  prisoner  and  he 
urged  police  to  call  off  the  search. 

The  notes  represented  the  first 
direct  word  from  the  prisoner  in  a 
week. 

Cross,  49,  was  taken  from  his 


bed  in  a Montreal  suburb  Oct.  5 


by  terrorists  of  the  Quebec 
Liberation  Front  (FLQ)  who 
demanded  the  release  of  23 
political  prisoners  and  $500,000 
in  gold  for  his  release. 

While  the  cabinet  met,  1 ,000 
Canadians,  stunned  by  the  first 
political  assassination  in  years, 
gathered  in  a chill  wind  outside 
the  window  of  Trudeau’s  office 
on  Parliament  Hill.  They  carried  a 
banner  which  read:  “Canada-We 
Love  You,”  and  sang  the  national 
anthem-“0  Canada.”

Arizona  State’s  speedy  Sun  Devils  came  to  town  Saturday,  bringing 
their  explosive  offense  that  ranks  number  two  in  the  nation  behind 
Notre  Dame.  The  Devils  are  averaging  543  yards  per  game,  while  the 
Irish  lead  with  a 544.5  output  per  competition. 

Only  18,288  fans  came  out  on  the  bright  sunny  afternoon.  Many 
were  probably  in  the  mountains  hunting  for  the  big  rack.  Still  others 
may  have  stayed  away  because  they  didn’t  want  to  see  what  they 
figured  would  be  the  slaughter  of  the  year. 

What  the  few  fans  present  saw,  in  fact,  was  the  Cougar  defense  hold 
the  Sun  Devils  to  their  lowest  point  total  of  the  year  in  the  27-3  ASU 
win. 

Two  of  the  Sun  Devils’  four  touchdowns  came  while  the  Cougar 
defensive  unit  was  not  on  the  field.  The  first  came  when  Steve  Hilden 
tied  a WAC  record  with  a 94  yard  punt  return  in  the  first  period. 

Arizona  State’s  second  score  was  made  by  Windlan  Hall  as  he 
returned  an  intercepted  pass  29  yards  in  the  second  quarter. 

That  put  the  llth-ranked  Sun  Devils  up  by  14-3  early  in  the  second 
stanza,  even  though  the  tough  Cougar  defense  had  given  only  two  first 
downs  to  ASU  up  to  that  point. 

Bad  calls 

The  Sun  Devil’s  third  TD  was  set  up  by  what  appeared  from  the  press 
box  to  be  a ridiculous  pass  interference  call  on  Ron  Mendenhall  at  the 
BYU  1 1 yard  line. 

Mendenhall  and  the  ASU  receiver  went  up  in  the  air  together,  both 
going  for  the  ball  with  seemingly  no  illegal  contact  being  made. 

“The  official  in  position  to  make  the  call  signaled  incomplete  pass, 
while  the  official  behind  the  play  threw  the  red  flag,”  said  a visibly 
upset  Tommy  Hudspeth. 

Another  bad  call  by  an  official  hurt  the  Cougars  again  in  the  fourth 
quarter. 

With  ASU  in  possession  of  the  football  at  their  own  15  yard  line, 
Monroe  Eley  was  hit  and  fumbled,  the  ball  being  recovered  by  an  alert 
BYU  defender. 

But  an  official  ruled  the  ball  had  been  blown  dead,  and  returned 
possession  to  the  San  Devils.  In  the  meantime,  the  referee,  realizing 
that  the  whistle  had  been  blown  before  the  play  was  actually  over, 
nullified  the  play  completely,  brought  the  ball  back  to  the  original  line 
of  scrimmage  at  the  15,  and  ran  the  play  over. 

I have  never  in  my  life  seen  the  equivalent  of  that  call.  I’ve  seen 
officials  forced  to  “eat”  a bad  decision  already  called,  but  never  have  1 
seen  a play  nullified  because  an  official  blew  the  call. 

Coach  Hudspeth  did  not  fault  the  officiating  for  the  Cats’  loss  to  the 
highly-rated  Sun  Devils.  He  must  be  wondering,  however,  just  how 
many  bad  calls  the  Cougars  must  be  forced  to  accept. 

Nichols  recovers  fumble 

In  last  week’s  game  against  Arizona  in  Tucson,  the  Wildcats  were 
awarded  the  football  after  a BYU  fumble  on  the  Arizona  one  yard  line. 

Eddie  Nichols  said  he  recovered  the  football.  The  official  making  the 
call  said  an  Arizonian  did.  Guess  who  won  that  argument. 

In  their  Monday  edition,  one  of  Tucson’s  newspapers  quoted  Wildcat 
lineman  Jim  Ventriglia,  credited  with  the  recovery,  as  saying,  “I  slapped 
the  football  with  my  hand,  but  Nichols  recovered  it.” 

Oh,  well.  It  only  cost  the  Cougars  a 24-17  loss,  instead  of  a tie  and  a 
possible  win.  It  was  especially  tough  to  swallow  after  the  Cats  had 
played  so  well  and  had  come  so  close,  in  a disastrous  year  of  not 
playing  so  well  or  coming  so  close  very  often.  - 

Even  if  the  officials  hadn’t  blown  the  two  crucial  calls  Saturday,  the 
Cougars  still  most  likely  would  not  have  beaten  the  powerful  Sun 
Devils. 

All  in  all,  Arizona  State  did  not  play  their  best  game.  They  took  the 
injury-riddled  Cougars  lightly,  and  for  the  first  half,  except  for  the  punt 
return  and  returned  interception,  the  Cats  took  the  fight  to  them. 

BYU  had  four  more  yards  total  offense  than  ASU  in  the  first  half, 
and  led  in  first  downs  nine  to  seven. 

But  in  the  second  half  the  Cougars  could  muster  only  39  yards  total.
